If it is true 
that millions of persons in the coun- 
try are ripe to follow a demogague 
who can dramatize an alleged issue 
between the rich and poor, Huey 
may be able to swing the assign- 
ment. Successful demogogues in the 
past have never had to be intellect- 
ual heavyweights. 


Euey's proposal to limit incomes

$5,000,000 is much too radical for 
this congress to take, but 
if he 


harps on it long enough and loud 
enough it may attract plenty of 
popular support among the masses 
whose battles Huey thinks he is 
fighting.

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THE SHAMS OF TAXATION 
It is hardly possible that members 


of congress are unacquainted with the 
fact that the present interminable de- 
bate concerning- which form of taxa- 
tion shall be used to carry the neces- 
sary additional tax burden, has been 
going on for 5,000 years without the 
least sign of ever coming to a conclu- 
sion. 


Enough volumes to make an exten- 


sive library have been written in the 
last two generations alone by sincere 
men trying to blaze a clear right of 
way through the dense foliage of tax- 
ation—and after all these efforts the 
foliage appears just about as dense., 
due, we think., principally to the stub- 
born refusal of the average man to 
conceive and admit that an indirect 
tax is as hard to bear as a direct one, 
whereas, in truth, it is worse because 
in its travels it has grown in size^ 


The primary thing to remember is 


that the tax: should be paid originally 
by those immediately able to meet it.. 
But for the sake* of reason and intel- 
ligence, and our own sane handling of 
these problems in the future let us not 
delude ourselves nor try to delude oth- 
ers into thinking that the expense of 
taxation is absorbed, disappears^ or 
has come to an end in the act of pay- 
ing it. 


II a sales tax is put on clothing, 


for instance, we can all understand 
that the manufacturer immediately 
adds it to the price at which he sells 
his product to the retailer, and that 
in a very short time the consumer pays 
thebilL 
- - 


Can it be that we are too dense to 


understand that if, instead of that pro- 
cedure,- we merely raise the manufac- 
turer's income tax that what he pays is 
lost in the shuffle and the consumer 
pays nothing? Fiddlesticks on such 
reasoning! 


If congress wishes to get taxation as 


remote as possible from the people it 
will abolish corporation income taxes 
and make up the loss through in- 
creased individual income taxes, be- 
cause the corporations are in a posi- 
tion to immediately add the tax onto 
the manufactured article. In other 
words a corporation income tax is a 
plain sales tax. 


Since this country uses all forms 


of taxation in order to make the orig- 
inal payment of the tax easier, con- 
gress must studiously avoid putting 
so much of the direct obligation upon 
any person, business or article as to 
cause financial distress out of propor- 
tion to that caused others. 


Aside from those dominant essen- 


tials and the pressing necessity of com- 
promise in deciding a matter which has 
so many facets of understanding the 
country should approve the address 
given to the senate by Senator Xeely 
of West Virginia who is noted for his 
silence, but who felt forced to speak 
because of his indignation at the "vir- 
ulent verbosity," the needless millions 
of words that have been pitched forth 
into the ether by the representatives 
in congress. 


Senator Neely quoted from Solomon, 


"In all labor there is profit, but the 
talk of the lips tendeth only to pen- 
ury," and from Job who said, "'How 
long will ye vex my soul and break 
me in pieces with words?" But if 
Senator Keely happens around during 
the next primary or election he will 
understand the reason for this oratory 
for he will view members of congress 
standing for reelection and "pointing 
with pride" to how they stood be- 
tween "the predatory representatives 
of wealth" on the one hand, and the 
people on the other; how they prevent- 
ed Wall Street from going into every 
hamlet in the country and stealing the 
baby's shirt. 


Meanwhile, says Senator Neely, this 


" eloquence at Washington "is losing the

"He did not shine in company; he 


had not very much to say for him- 
self, a reserved ipan with a broad, 
overhanging, watchful head and a 
somewhat uneasy expression about 
tis coat cntts, as if they were in his 
confidence and Tiad reasons for being 
anxious to hide his hands. His name 
was in everybody's mouth: 
" 'I am told," said the Bishop, that 


Merdle has made another enormous hit; 
they say a hundred thousand pounds.' 
Horse Guards has heard two. Trea- 
surer had heard three- Bar had heard 
four- Admiralty said Merdle was a 
wonderful man; a new power in the 
country and would be able to buy up 
the whole House of Commons. Bishop 
was glad to think that this wealth 
flowed into the coffers of a gentleman 
who was always disposed to maintain 
the best interests of society." 
But, the story continues, Merdle 


was found one day in a bathtub, dead. 
Alongside the tub was a bottle which 
had contained poison and next to that 
a sharp knife which had been used by 
the suicide to sever his jugular vein. 
And so it was discovered that he had 
gone the way he went because he 
"was simply the greatest forger and 
the greatest thief that ever cheated the 
gallows." 


Mr. Dickens may have been writing 


a century ahead of the time of Ivar 
Krueger, or we^inay but see the re- 
markable coincidences that are to be 
found in the pages of history as we 
turn them from generation to gener- 
ation or century to century. The fact 
is that there were other Ivar Kruegers, 
and whether in fact or fiction, and 
there will be still other ones. 


EINSTEIN AT GENEVA 


Professor Einstein, ardent pacifist 


and celebrated scientist, is. in Geneva 
striving to revive a fast-waning hope 
in any substantial success of the dis- 
armament conference. 
He is con- 


vinced that no technical method 
evolved by experts can prevent war. 
Disarmament can never be realized 
through the discussions of generals 
and admirals. 
Its accomplishment, 


h& believes, will come not from intel- 
ligence but rather from character and 
the will of the people of all lands not 
to have more war. 


This idealism as expressed by Pro- 


fessor Einstein will meet a responsive 
chord in the hearts of many people 
who had hoped the disarmament con- 
ference might solve one of the world's 
major problems. The magic of his 
name will sway a certain amount of 
public opinion but there is doubt if it 
will have the slightest effect upon 
those who hold in their hands the suc- 
cess or failure of the conference. 


That the conference appears doomed 


to failure, or only to partial success at 
best, has been unpleasantly confirmed 
by Senator Del Carretto's suggestion 
to the Italian senate that it is now pru- 
dent for his country to "prepare to 
resume the race in armaments." 
Though this statement may be in- 
tended for a measure of political effect, 
it has a discouraging note, and the 
world well knows what such a race 
will mean. 


Fear and distrust among nations 


combined with a spirit of nationalism 
that shows no signs of lessening, are 
difficult walls for international pacif- 
ism to scale. 


What is needed at Geneva more than 


the visits of distinguished persons is a 
change in attitude among politicians 
back home. The Geneva delegates are 
powerless to act without specific in- 
structions from their governments. 
France in particular, stands unyielding 
on her Geneva platform. 


There was hope that the new French 


government of Herriot would give way 
somewhat from its present unbending 
attitude on the question of security. 
This hope now seems slim in view of 
M. Herriot's announced foreign policy 
as one based on "security, arbitration 
and disarmament" — in the order 
named, which is the exact formula of 
his predecessors, M. Tardieu and 
Laval.

Farmer states that labor must 


wake up to the fact tnax their In- 
terests and-those of the farmer are 
in common. 


The labor leaders have 
spent 


mucn time, money and effort in 
trying to educate the farmers and 
their representatives In, our law 
making bodies, both state and na- 
tional, to that effect with very little 
if any success. 
_ Labor helped the fanner legislate 
oleo out of Wisconsin, and now 
Farmer wants to put labor on on 
oleo income and no oleo. 
Farmer states, the farmer Is labor's 


market and the -worker is the farm- 
er's market. 
Partly true. The farmer is the 


market for only a. limited amount 
of the products of the 
industrial 


•worker and very much less of the 
vast army of the building trades- 
men, and yet these two groups com- 
pose by far the major portion of 
the banner's market. 


And the nest largest group of the 


farmer's customers consist of mer- 
chants and professional men whose 
economiCj. condition 
depends to a 


great extent upon the purchasing 
power-of the workers, either directly 
or Indirectly; 
The farmer's sole problem is a 
market for that which he produces, 
a market consisting of customers 
with ability to buy at 
a price suf- 


ficient to pay the cost of production 
plus a. fair margin of profit. If a. 
vast portion of his customers are 
unemployed and the rest very appre- 
hensive of their security In the jobs 
they still cave Ms markets in a d& 
plorable condition such as at pres 
ent, but it might be worse. 


If it were not for the years of 
heart breaking effort on the part o!
